Loss Exceeds Fear. 
It was almost inconceivable that the 
great mass of water which had battered 
two MUBe dams into wrecks could have 
passed over the vn without a heavy 
loss of life. P early warnings of 
the telephone 6p- 3 had enabled all 
to escape. . : 

Loss Exceeds ,x'ear. 
When this morning broke and _ the 
refugees looked down from the hills, 
they found that their property los: had 
been even greater than the terrors of 
the night before had left them to imag- 
ine. 
Black River Falls has been wiped 
off the map. All that &: left of it is 
a line of houses straggling alonr the 
higher parts of the valley, and most of 
these present a badly damaged appear- 
ance. 
The city can never be rebuilt on 
its present site. The new channel oc- 
cupleqd by the river today goes 
through the middle of the town. 
The wall of water that swept the 
city was 10 feet_in height when it 
reached the town and continued to 
gather force. Black River makes a 
turn at the falls in the city and the 
channel narrows with high, steep 
banks. Into this narrow space the 25 
mites of water 60 feet deep in the 
Hatfield storage reservoir poured 
and gathering impetus from this con- 
dition, leaped with resistless force 
on the town.

Hunger Confronts Them. 

In the residence districts there is 
chaos. Here and there the streets are 
indicated by the water currents, but 
these dodge off at all angles. Many 
of the houses have been overthrown. 
Others are twisted on their foundations. 
Those that have remained stationary 
have a crazy, debauched look about 
them. 
Not even this spectacle of disaster 
holds first interest for the refugees 
on the hills, however.

* MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 7.—United 
States Senator Isaac Stephenson’s bill 
of $11,0€0 for postage used in his 
campaign for nomination in 1908 to- 
day was inquired into by the sena- 
torial committee which is investigat- 
ing charges of bribery in connection 
with his election. 

Rodney Sackett, one of the Stephen- 
son campaign managers, testified that 
in one instance the postage bill for 
seven days amounted to $3700 and 
one day he spent $1900 for 2-cent 
atamps. The latter item provided for 
the sending out of 60,000 letters. 

“And so you mean to say that out 
of all that mail for which so many 
thousands of dollars were spent’ for 
postage there does not exist today a 
single trace, that all evidence of that 
campaign literature has been de- 
stroyed?” asked Senator Heyburn, 
the chairman. 

“T don’t know where any of it is 
now,” replied Sackett. 

Sackett testified equally large ex- 
penditures had been made for adver- 
‘tising favorable to Senator Stephen- 
fon. 

Detailing the newspaper advertis- 
ing which cost $12.696, Sackett testi- 
fied one néwspaper was paid $1500 for 
a list of names of farmers through- 
out the State. It was the purpose to 
send literature to the farmers urging 
them to vote for Senator Stephenson. 
The names were paid for at the rate 
of 1 cent each for first and half a 
eent for each subsequent use of the 
same name. 

One hundred thousand buttons bear- 
ing the inscription “For United States 
Senator, Isaac Stephenson,’ cost $502. 
All of these items, Sackett testified, 
helped to swell Stephenson’s total ex- 
penses in’ the campaign to $107,793. 

Senator Heyburn read the following 
items as having been expended for Sen- 
ator Stephenson: 

“One man to attend colored picnic, 
$50.” 

“Trip through Ghetto, three men, $35.” 

‘Touched by two old soldiers, $2.’’ 
~ Sackett said he had no knowledge of 
these items. 

“As the responsible person in Sen- 
ator Stephenson’s campaign, you ought 
to know. «You also ought to know, too, 
that under the laws of the State these 
were not legitimate expenses,’’ was Hey- 
burn’s comment.

Delegates to National Associa- 
tion Convention Here De- 
nounce Mystery as Fraud. 


NOT AFRAID OF THE LIGHT 





President of Society Warns 
Against Taking Messages From 
Persons Who Advertise. 


War on fake me ‘ums will be declared 
at the National Spiritualists Associa- 


tion convention next week at the Plant- 
ers Hotel. Delegates who have ar- 
rived say that all manifestations at the 
spiritualist convention here will be in 
the open. The convention will open 
Monday night and continue four days. 
There -will bo morning, afternoon and 
night sessions. 

“No reputable medium will advertise 
in advance what he or she can do,’ 
declared Dr. George B. Warren of Chi- 
cago, president of the National Spirit- 
ualists’ Association, to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Saturday. ‘‘Almost invariably 
the advertising medium must resort to 
trickery to create a belief in the mind 
of the listener that he is doing what he 
promised to do.” 

Warns Against Darkness. 

Dr. Warren said that spirit messages 
from friends in the spirit world are not 
afraid of the light. A genuine medium 
cannot always secure control of the 
spirit desired, he said, but when mes- 
Sages come they can be delivered in 
light as well as in darkness. 

“A person is at a disadvantage when 
deprived of the use of his eyesight,” 
said Dr. Warren, “and light is one of 
the greatest safeguards we have. When 
one visits a spiritualist seance in which 
utter darkness is insisted upon for a 
genuine demonstration of spiritual pow- 
ers, it should place him on his guard. 
Darkness hides many elements of trick- 
ery,eand trick manifestations usually 
follow the completely darkened room. 


Trick Manifestations. 

“The joining of hands to ‘complete 
a cirele’ usually precedes a_ trick 
manifestation. When a genuine medi- 
um conducts a seance trumpets may 
float in the air or tables rock and 
raps be received and messages deliv- 
ered in a well-lighted room, as well 
as in a room where darkness hides 
possible trickery and adds mystery 
to the performance,” said the doctor. 

“Subdued light in some instances 
aids in the spirit manifestations, but 
absolute darkness is not necessary. 
Genuine mediumship must be spon- 
taneous. The messages will not come 
at will, and the medium cannot at all 
times control the spirit givers. But 
when a message comes it reaches the 
medium without the aid of mystery, 
trickery or darkness.” 

Must Use Judgment, 

‘Dr. Warren said that nothing received 
as a message from a spiritualist medium 
should be accepted as infallible until it 
receives the approval of the conscience 
and the reason of the recelver. The 
shackles on individual thought are be- 
ing removed, men and women are be- 
ginning to think for themselves, and 
mental freedom is in the air, accord- 
ing to Dr. Warren. 

Dr. Warren will preside at the ses- 
sions of the convention. A reception. to 
the visiting speakers and mediums who 
will conduct manifestations will be held 
Monday night.

The 
last four are published dn St. Louis by 
the Western Publishing Co., of which 
Frank Orff is president, The Colum- 
»bian-Sterling company is now pub- 
lishing all these magazines, having 
changed the name of its. principal 
holding, Hampton’s Magazine, to 
the Hampton-Columbian Magazine, 

Ben B. Hampton, former publisher 
of Hampton’s, is understood to be no 
longer connected with the magazine 
that bore his name. It is said he is 
dissatisfied with the working out of 
the plan under which he was induced 
to deliver over his publication to the 
new company. 

For nearly four months, it was also 
learned, Hampton has been trying to 
effect a readjustment satisfactory to 
him. Three weeks ago he tried to 
force a reorganization of the com- 
pany. Hampton’s lawyers got some 
of the creditors of the new company 
together, and they have since been 
working to promote a more amicable 
relationship among all interests con- 
cerned.

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AIRSHIP MAIL AND TURKS MASSED 


PARCELS POST Ih 
HITCHCOCK PLANS 


Appropriation Sought to Make 
New Ideas in Postal Service 
Possible Soon. 








WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Provision for 
the establishment of a parcels post and 
the transportation of mail by aeroplane 
has been made by Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock, in his annual estimates of 
Postoffice Department expenditures, 
submitted to the Treasury Department 
yesterday. 

According to these estimates, the ap- 
proporations necessary to meet the ex- 
penses of the postal service at large 
during the coming fiscal year will be 
2(=),988,463,, a decrease of $2,585,740 under 
the appropriation for the current fiscal 
year, or less than 1 per cent the small- 
est on record 

The most important of the new items 
are °* ' providing for the parcels 
post. They $50,000 to cover tft: 
preliminary expe on rural mail 
routes, and an equal appropriation to 
start the service in the cities. 

The department believes that after the 
initial expenses are defrayed and the 
parcels post is in full operation on the 
rural routes, it will not only bring in 
sufficient revenue to meet its costs, but 
also a surplus that .an be utilized in 
paying the parcels post expenses in the 
city delivery service. 

An item of $50,000 is included to cover 
an investigation having for its object 
the establishment of a general parcels 
post on all railroad and steamboat tran- 
sportation routes. 

Hitchcock is confident that legisla- 
tion authorizing a parcels post in some 
form will be forthcoming at the next 
Session of Congress. 

Another item, included for the first 
time, the + $50,000 to cover experi- 
ments in the transportation of mail by 
aeroplane. Hitchcock believes that un- 
der certain conditions it will be possible 
in the near future to utilize the aero- 
Plane to good advantage in the mail 
service. 

The sum of $50,000 is provided for 
ti~e and labor saving mechanical de- 
vices for use in the postoffice. An 
item of $10,000 is added to be expended 
in giving rewards to postal employes 
who invent improved mechanical ap- 
pliances that accelerate the handling 
of the mails.

IN MUD FORTS 


Italians Holding Back Troops 
and It Is Suspected They Fear 
Trouble in Balkans.

ROME, Oct. 7.—The Turkish troops 
are massed behind Tripoli on the hills, 
which are lined with mud forts. 

So far there has been little loss of 
life; the real fighting is yet to come. It 
is not expected that the Turks will yieid 
without a blow, but their resistance will 
depend on their supplies of food and 
ammunition, 

The three days’ bombardment did lit- 
tle damage in Tripoli. No one of the 
Surprisingly large number of foreigners 
who remained in town was injured by 


‘the shell fire. 


The invading expedition has not 
started from Sicily. It may do so soon. 
The delay has aroused the suspicion 
that perhaps the Government is hold- 
ing back the troops in fear of confla- 
gration in the Balkans. 

The newspapers are jubilant over the 
occupation of Tripoli which, after four- 
teen centuries, is again a Roman colony. 
They emphasize the coincidence that 
Tripoli fell on the anniversary of the 
battle of Lepanto. 

The Pope, although he has no offi- 
cial intercourse with Italy, is pleased 
with the Italian success, it is reported, 
the more so because no Italian blood 
has been shed. 

No news is available about the fur- 
ther movements of the Italian fleet. It 
ig really believed that a Turkish fleet 
of torpedo boats is prowling off the 
Sicilian coast, and as a forlorn hope, 
may attempt a surprise of some sort. 


Greece Talks Neutrality, but Prepares 
for War. 

VIENNA, Oct. 7.—Despite the dec- 
larations of their neutrality by the 
Balkan States, Greece’s * warlike 
preparations are causing anxiety. 
One of the army corps is already 
being mobilized on the frontier and 
the opposition newspapers in Greece 
demand a general mobilization. On 
the other side two Turkish corps at 
Salonica and Uskub, have been order- 


ed to hold themselves in readiness for 
immediate action. 

Two hundred and fifty thousand 
Turks are being collected on her 
frontier and Turkey will have 600,000 
under arms soon. It is difficult to see 
against whom these forces can be 
used except Greece.

Turkey Explains Attitude in War. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The State De- 
partment today received from Youssouf 
Zia Pasha, Turkish Ambassador to the 
United States, the first formal note of 
explanation of Turkey’s attitude in the 
existing struggle with Italy. The note 
reviewed the action of Italy, setting 
forth that the war had been proclaimed 
without regard to Turkey’s request for 
further explanation of Italy’s demands.

I, for one, am not discouraged as yet, 
in the hope that we may return to a legiti- 
mate and independent competition. I am an 

‘ individualist ang not a octalist. 

But Mr. Wickersham who* advocated a 
scheme of half-baked socialism for Government 
control of monopoly combination ‘‘even to the 
fixing of prices’ is still Attorney-General 
charged with the duty of enforcing laws which 
forbid monopoly combination.

The “vegetarian” who pleaded in your column 
for the repeal of game laws seems to be igno- 
rant as to what animals are protected by game 
laws, exclaiming, “What disease spreaders they 
are, too!” Game does not spread disease. Rats 
and ground squirrels spread disease; but who 
ever called a rat a game animal? What then is 
the “vegetarian’s” connection between disease car- 
riers and game protection? And he seems to think 
we would all be forced into his creed—vegeta- 
rianism—if all game was destroyed. Ask any 
person of common sense what part of the world’s 
meat supply consists of game. I hope he does 
not think that cattle and hogs will be extermi- 
nated if the game laws are repealed. 

“Why shoul? animals live merely to be eaten 
or tortured or to furnish unnecessary clothing 
to man?” This limited enumeration qisplays ig- 
norance. For instance, the quail is practically 
the only bird that eats potato bugs and chinch 
bugs, both of which destroy thousands of dollars’ 
worth of man’s food annually. The farmer who 
has to fight the hessian fly by fighting volunteer 
wheat can appreciate the industry of the dove as 
a gleaner. And so we could go on. 

But, besides being useful, the game birds are 
beautiful.

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New York Money Will 
Send Giants to Post 
Choices Over Rivals 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. T. 
HE New York Giants will take 
- the field against the Philadel- 
phia Athletics on Oct. 14 as 
6 to 5 favorites for the world’s cham- 
pionship series, according to the bet- 
ting here. Half a miliion dollars, it 
is estimated, will be wagered on the 
contest. One Philadelphia syndicate 
has $36,000 to bet against the Athletics, 
while several brokers have got together 
$30,000 with which to take the short 
end. 

Ten thousand dollars yesterday was 
bet by two local brokers, one taking 
the Giants and the other the Athletics. 
The bet was made at even money, but 
later was called off to be resumed at 
the prevailing odds on the first game of 
the series. 

There are many freak bets, one of 
$500 to $50 that the Giants will not 
win three straight: another of $150 to 
$300 that Mathewson will be knocked 
out of the box after the first game, 
and another that Bender will not allow 
the Giants more than three hits. 

If Mathewson pitches the first game 
for the Giants. local ‘‘fans’’ figure 
New York a 7 to 5 bet on the single 
game.
